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ACT PROVIDING FOR LEGISLATIVE INVESTIGATING 

COMMITTEE* 



AN AOT to provide a committee to visit, examine and report respecting 
State Institutions and offices, repealing all laws in conflict therewith 
and declaring an emergency. 

(S. 203. Approved March 1, 1901.) 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of Indiana, That the Governor of the State shall, 
within ten days after each general November election, ap- 
point a committee to be composed of three members-elect of 
the General Assembly. Not more than two members of said 
committee shall be selected from any one political party, 
one member of which committee shall be from the Senate 
and two from the Honse. 

Siection 2. It shall be the dnty of this committee to visit 
and fully investigate the penal, benevolent, reformatory, 
educational and all other State institutions, boards, socie- 
ties and commissions and offices, to which any appropria- 
tion has been made by the Legislature at its last preceding 
session, before the convening of the General Assembly next 
succeeding such general election, and prepare and submit 
to the said Legislature a report of such investigation, with 
the amount of appropriation which such committee deems 
absolutely necessary to meet the wants of each of said in- 
stitutions and offices, with such other recommendations as 
the committee deems wise. Such investigations shall oc- 
cupy a period of not exceeding forty-five days. Such com- 
mittee shall be composed of men of known probity and busi- 
ness ability. No person shall be eligible to membership on 
said committee who shall be interested financially, directly 
or indirectly, in any of such proposed appropriations. The 
pay of such committee shall be three dollars per diem each 
and all traveling and hotel expenses. They shall have au- 
thority to employ a clerk, and shall with their report file 
such tables and other information respecting said institu- 
tions and offices as they shall deem proper. The Auditor of 
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State is hereby authorized and directed to draw his warrant 
upon the Treasurer of State for the per diem and expenses 
of said committee and the compensation of such clerk upon 
vouchers duly presented and approved by the chairman of 
such committee, and the Treasurer of State shall pay such 
warrants when presented out of any moneys in the treas- 
ury not otherwise appropriated. The above provision for 
the payment of per diem, expenses and clerk hire shall 
apply to the committee of this General Assembly heretofore 
appointed by Governor James A. Mount, under the acts re- 
ferred to in the next succeeding section, and the Auditor of 
State shall draw his warrant, and the Treasurer of State 
shall pay the same for such per diem and expenses. 

Section 3. That an act entitled * * An act to provide a com- 
mittee to visit penal, benevolent and educational institutions 
for the purpose of recommending appropriations to the 
General Assembly, approved February 5, 1897, ' ' and an act 
entitled ^ ' An act to amend an act to provide a committee to 
visit penal, benevolent and educational institutions for the 
purpose of recommending appropriations to the General 
Assembly, approved February 5, 1897,'' approved January 
16, 1899, be and the same are hereby repealed. 

Section 4. Whereas an emergency exists for the immedi- 
ate taking effect of this act, the same shall be in full force 
and effect from and after its passage.

per, legal size, 8^x13 inches, of the quality of Burford's No. 312. 

24. If permanent improvements are contemplated, preliminary sketches 

and specifications, together with estimates of cost, should be sub- 
mitted to the committee. 
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LETTER SENT BY THE GOVERNOR TO DEPART- 
MENTS, BOARDS AND COMMISSIONS. 



The letter sent by the Governor to the heads of all de- 
partments, boards and ^commissions of the State, requested 
the following items of information for the committee : 

1. The names of all officers and employes, the salaiy of each, the nature 

of the service rendered, length of time employd during each year. 

2. A statement in tabulated form of the appropriations made for your 

department for the last four years, distinguishing between regular 
and specific appropriations. 

3. A statement in detail of all receipts from appropriations, and the dis- 

bursements of same, for each of the fiscal years ending October 31, 
1905, and October 31, 1900, showing each fund separately, and ar- 
ranging the amounts by years in parallel columns. This statement 
should include the balance on hand or returned to the treasury, mak- 
ing the receipts and disbursements balance. 

4. A statement in detail of all receipts from other sources than appro- 

priations, and the amounts paid to the treasurer of state and date 
of payment. If public moneys are deposited in bank, state the 
maximum amount on hand at any time, the average daily balance 
in bank, and the amount of interest, if any, received on daily bal- 
ances. 

5. An estimate of the amount of collection that w:ill be made by your 

department for each of the fiscal years ending October 31, 1908,, and 
October 31, 1909. 

6. A statement of the regular appropriations needed for your department 

for each of the fiscal years ending October 31, 1908, and October ^1, 
1909. If any increases are requested, give reasons in full for such 
increase. 

7. A statement of the specific appropriations needed by your department 

for each of the fiscal years ending October 31, 1908, and October 31, 
1909, giving reasons in full for your requests and stating when you 
desire each appropnation to be made available. 

8. Make four copies of your report and send to the legislative investigat- 

ing committee. Room 84, State House, Indianapolis. The report 
should be made on white paper, legal size, 8^x13 inches, of the qual- 
ity of Burford's No. 312. 

To the Sixty-fifth fteneral Assembly of the State of 
Indiana : 

The committee appointed by the Governor to visit and in- 
vestigate all the State institutions, offices, boards, societies 
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and commissions, and report to the General Assembly their 
condition and needs, herewith submits its report. 

The committee was appointed by Governor J. Frank 
Hanly, on N^ovember 13, 1906, and the committee was or- 
ganized by selecting Fremont Goodwine as chairman, and 
Gns S. Condo as secretary. The Governor had sent a letter 
to each State institution, department, board and commis- 
sion, calling for the information desired for the use of the 
committee. Copies of these letters are found on pages 7, 8, 
9 and 10 of this report. 

The committee has made use of every source of informa- 
tion available so far as- the limited time would permit. 
Every institution of the State has been visited by the en- 
tire committee, and the most important statements have 
been taken down in shorthand, and transcribed for refer- 
ence. The services of Mr. Samuel C. Shutt, Chief Engi- 
neer of the State House, have been sought, and he visited 
many of the institutions with the committee. His advice 
concerning improvements to heating and power plants and 
the cost of their equipment, is considered by the committee 
as very valuable. 

*Bef ore passing judgment upon any of the appropriations 
requested, a statement was obtained from the Auditor of 
State showing estimates of (1) the amount of funds avail- 
able for the current year after allowing for all the regular 
expenses of the State government for the year, and for the 
specific appropriations made by the last Legislature; (2) 
the estimated revenues of the State from all sources for the 
fiscal years of 1908 and 1909, for which period the present 
General Assembly will mak<^ appropriations; (3) the fixed 
expenses of the State government for the fiscal years 1908 
and 1909, and (4) the balance available for appropriation 
by this legislature for additional regular expenses and for 
specific purposes for the biennial period ending October 31, 
1909.

Indiana University was founded by an act of the General 
Assembly, approved January 20, 1820, establishing at 
Bloomington 'Hhe State Seminary," and appropriating to 
its use certain lands granted by Congress to the State for 
that purpose. Its doors were opened for students in 1824, 
and forty-two students were enrolled the first year. In 
1828 the name was changed to that of the ** Indiana Col- 
lege," and again in 1838 the name was changed to the 
^'Indiana University." The university was made co-edu- 
cational in 1868. 

The institution has four regular sources of revenue from 
the State for its maintenance : 

1. Interest on College Fund. — This fund is made up 
from the proceeds from the sale of lands donated by the 
government. It is loaned by the Auditor of State at six 
per cent., but owing to certain restrictions prescribed by 
law affecting loans, about $72,000 remains in the State 
Treasury, while only about $56,000 is drawing interest. 

2. Interest on Endowment Fund. — This fund was crea- 
ted by an act of the Legislature passed in 1883, levying a 
tax of one-half cent on each one hundred dollars of the tax- 
able property of the State, continuing through a period of 
13 years. Of this fund there is in the hands of coimty audit- 
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ors $440,770.56, on which the counties pay the State in- 
terest at a rate of six per cent. There are also loans made 
by the Auditor of State amounting to about $33,000 at the 
same rate of interest. 

3. Interest on University Bonds. — Under the provisions 
of the Act of 1883, referred to in the preceding paragraph, 
the state was allowed to pay a portion of the State debt 
from this fund, and bonds were issued to the university in 
an amount equal to that of the fund so applied. The total 
amount of these bonds is $144,000 and the interest thereon 
at five per cent, constitutes this source of revenue. 

4. The Educational Tax. — By an act of the General As- 
sembly of 1895, a special tax of one-sixth of a mill on every 
dollar of taxable property in the State, was levied for the 
use of Indiana University, Purdue University, and the State 
Normal School. Indiana University received one-fifteenth 
of a mill tax, or two-fifths of the total proceeds. The. Gen- 
eral Assembly of 1903 amended this act, increasing the levy 
to two and three-fourths cents on every one hundred dollars 
of the taxable property Of the State, and giving to Indiana 
University four-elevenths of the total proceeds. 

The financial statement of this institution will show the 
amount of revenues derived from each of these sources.

NEEDS. 

1. Heating and Lighting Plant. — The Legislature of 
1903 appropriated $20,000 for improvements to the power 
plant. With this amount a new power house was erected 
and one boiler and one engine and generator were installed. 
At present both the old and the new plants are in use. It is 
claimed in the report of the institution that two new condi- 
tions have arisen as follows : 

(a) *'The boiler capacity of the old and new plants com- 
bined is not sufficient when the new buildings are added. 

(b) ^^The old steam mains have given out in various 
places. We have been obliged to put down a temporary 
high-pressure main to supply the Student Building, because 
we could not afford to buy the larger, but in the long run the 
more economical, low-pressure main. We are in urgent and 
immediate need of an entire new system of mains properly 
laid in tunnels where they can be accessible. ' ' 

Plans and specifications for a completed heating plant 
are submitted and the estimated cost is $59,850. 

2. Equipment of New Library. — The Legislature of 1905 
appropriated $100,000 for a new library building. No ap- 
propriation was made for equipment. The institution now 
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asks a specific appropriation for equipment to be divided as 
follows :

3. Addition to Library and Administration Building. — 
The reason given for this appropriation is that the appro- 
priation of 1905 was inadequate to construct such a build-, 
ing as the institution requires for the purposes. The archi- 
tect's estimate of the cost of this addition is $37,226. 

4. Addition to' Maxwell Hall. — It is claimed that this 
building, now used as a library building, is to be used for 
the Law School, and that the building does not provide 
enough space for the law classes. Plans are submitted arid 
the cost is estimated at $18,125.08. 

5. Chemistry Building. — It is stated that the science de- 
partments in Owen and Wylie Halls are overcrowded, that 
students are turned away, that gases are offensive and are 
injurious to apparatus in other departments occupying 
these buildings. There is asked for this purpose an appro- 
priation of $60,000. 

6. Addition to Student Building. — The Student Building 
is a gift of about two thousand alumni students and other 
friends of the university. This building is used for social 
and religious purposes for women, for lectures for small 
assemblies, social and religious purposes for men, offices 
for various student organizations, etc. A new east wing, 
140x80, is desired to correspond with the west wing, to be 
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used as ft gymnasium for men and for a large assembly hall. 
The estimated cost is $47,700. 

7. Land. — ''The university has not received an appro- 
priation to purchase any part of the present campus. In 
consequence, the trustees have been obliged to purchase 
small additions at prices which increase as the city extends 
about the campus. We have repeatedly urged that an ap- 
propriation be made to buy land which is adjacent to the 
campus and which is not yet built upon by private parties. 
We urge this again in the hope that the purchase may be 
made before we are hemmed in on every side. We ask for 
this purpose an appropriation of $75,000." The foregoing 
statement in regard to the land is quoted from the report 
of the university to this committee.

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

The power plant at this institution is operated at a great 
disadvantage. Both the old plant and the partially 
equipped new one are in use. This arrangement is extrav- 
agant both in labor and fuel. The new plant should be fully 
equipped and the old one should be abandoned. 

The new library building should have been completed 
within the appropriation made by the last Legislature and 
the committee does not approve the request for an appro- 
priation for an addition, but feels that an appropriation 
should be made to equip it with stacks, furniture, etc. A 
less appropriation than that asked for would be suflScient 
for the present.

Purdue University owes its origin to an act of Congress, 
approved July 2, 1862, by which public lands were appro- 
priated to various States for the purpose of maintaining 
colleges '* where the leading objects shall be to teach such 
branches of learning as are related to agriculture and the 
mechanic arts. ' ' The State accepted the terms of this act 
of Congress by an act of the Legislature approved March 
6, 1865. In 1869 the General Assembly passed an act estab- 
lishing the university at Lafayette and naming it in honor 
of John Purdue, one of the principal donors to the institu- 
tion. By an act of Congress in 1887, called the Hatch Act, 
the United States Government established at the institution 
the Agricultural Experiment Station. 
• Numerous donations have been received for the benefit of 
the university, namely: From John Purdue, $150,000 and 
one hundred acres of land ; from Amos Heavilon, of Frank- 
fort, $35,000 ; from Mrs. Eliza Fowler, of Lafayette $70,- 
000; from James Fowler, of Lafayette, $5,400, and from 
other citizens, $35,000. 

The institution was opened for students in 1874; with an 
enrollment at the close of the first year of sixty-four 
students. 

The plan and purpose of the institution is to provide 
liberal instruction in those arts and sciences relating to the 
various industries and professions, and to conduct investi- 
gation and disseminate information concerning the prin- 
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ciples and applications of agricultural science. This is set 
forth in the three acts of Congress relating to the establish- 
ment and maintenance of the institution. 

The university has the following sources of income : 

1. Interest on the Endowment Fund. — The proceeds of 
the sale of lands appropriated by the United States by the 
Act of Congress of 1862 constitutes this fund. The State 
agreed, by the Act of the General Assembly of 1865, to pay 
five per cent, interest on the amount, for the benefit of the 
universitv. Bonds of the State were issued to the amount of 
$340,000 in favor of the university, and the interest thereon 
forms this source of revenue. 

2. Morrill Fund. — By the provision of an act of Con- 
gress, passed in 1890, called the Morrill Act, there is paid 
to the State $25,000 annually for the benefit of the univer- 
sity. This act was supplemental to the act of 1862. 

3. Educational Tax. — The State by an act of the Legis- 
lature of 1903, levies a tax of two and three^f ourths cents on 
every one hundred dollars of taxable property of the Stgite 
for the- maintenance of Indiana University, the State Nor- 
mal School and Purdue University. Purdue University re- 
ceives four-elevenths of the proceeds of this tax.. 

4. Miscellaneous Fund. — This income is derived from 
the following sources : 

1. Miscellaneous sales of property. 

2. Fees for commercial tests. 

3. Premiums on live stock. 

4. Sale of bulletins from library. 

5. Fees from students as follows: 

Entrance fee $5 00 

Diploma fee 5 00 

Laboratory and Incidental fees 30 00 

Non-resident tuition fee 25 00 

The Experiment Station has the following sources of in- 
come : 

1. The Hatch Fund. — The Hatch Act was passed by 
Congress in 1887. It provided for the establishment of the 
Agricultural Experiment Station and appropriated $15,000 
annually for its support. 
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2. Adams Fund.— The Adams Act was passed by Con- 
gress in 1906. It provides for the more coniplete endow- 
ment and maintenance of agricultural experiment stations 
now established or which may hereafter be established in 
accordance with the Act of Congress approved March 2, 
1887, the sum of five thousand dollars in addition to the sum 
named in said act for the year ending June 30, 1906, 
and an annual increase of the amount of such appropri- 
ation thereafter for five years by an additional sum of two 
thousand dollars over the preceding year. 

3. State Appropriation. — By an act of the Legislature 
of 1905 the suin of $5,000 was appropriated to the univer- 
sity for the year ending October 31, 1905, and $25,000 an- 
nually thereafter, to be expended by the Experiment Sta- 
tion in conducting experiments in stock feeding and beef 
production, crop and soil experiments, corn production, 
dairying, dissemination of results and equipment of the 
station, 

4. Miscellaneous Fund. — This fund is derived from mis- 
cellaneous sales of property, fertilizer inspection fees, etc.

NEEDS. 

The university, through its Board of Trustees, states that 
the particular buildings needed are as follows : 

Buildings for the l)ei)artment of Engineering. 

A building for the Agricultural Ex})eriment Station. 

A Library Building. 

In this connection the report to this committee says : 

**The buildings for the Engineering Department are 
needed to care for students now on the grounds and toward 
whom the institution has obligations. The need of the other 
two buildings is also important but less urgent in the sense 
that the work required of the station and the library is not 
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measured absolutely by the student attendance. The Trus- 
tees, therefore, record all of these needs as in duty bound^ 
but are urging attention for the present only to the first, 
viz., the Engineering buildings.'^ 

In support of the request for the building for the Engi- 
neering Department, the following statement is made : 

The enrollment of students in all departments of the uni- 
versity was : 

In 1899 739 

In 1906 1,688' 

In 1907 (estimated). 1,800 

The enrollment in the Engineering Schools for the same 
time has been : 

. In 1899 317

In seven years the departments have increased fourfold. 
There is needed more space for instruction to students in : 

(a) Shop practice. 

(b) Engineering laboratories. 

(c) Drawing. 

(d) Class rooms. 

Blue prints showing floor plans and elevations of the 
buildings for the Department of Engineering are furnished 
to this committee and the cost is estimated to be $304,200. 

The request is made that this appropriation should be 
made available at once. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

The committee has carefully considered the statement of 
the board concerning the needs of the university, and has 
heard the appeals of the various agricultural societies of 
the State for an appropriation for an experiment station 
building. It appears that the present building was con- 
demned many years ago. It is crowded to the extreme and 
wholly inadequate for the purposes for which it is used. 
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Additional requirements have been placed upon the station 
by acts of the General Assembly and others will probably 
be placed upon it by the present session. 

The committee, considering the interests of the entire 
State regards the experiment station building as the most 
urgent need of the institution. 

The following specific appropriation is recommended : 

For a building for the Experiment Station, including all nec- 
essary equipment $100,000 00 

In view of the other demands of the State for appropria- 
tions this is all the committee feels warranted in recom- 
mending for this institution.

This institution was created by an act of the General As- 
sembly approved December 20, 1865. The act defined the 
object of the school to be * ^ the preparation of teachers for 
teaching in the common . schools of Indiana, ' ' provided for 
the appointment of a board of trustees, the organization of 
a training school, and the location of the institution. The 
act further provided that the trustees should locate the 
school at the town or city which should pledge itself to make 
the largest donation to secure the school. Terre Haute was 
the only city to offer inducements to secure the school. 
This city donated $50,000 in cash and a tract of ground val- 
ued at $25,000 and agreed to maintain forever one-half the 
expense of keeping the grounds and buildings in repair. 
The school was opened on tTanuary 6, 1870, with twenty- 
three students and the. number increased to forty before the 
close of the year. 

The Terre Haute High School occupied a portion of the 
building till 1887. At that time the attendance of the Nor- 
mal had so increased as to require the entire building. 

On April 9, 1888, the entire building with almost all its 
contents was destroyed by fire. The city of Terre Haute 
generously provided quarters for the school and again do- 
nated $50,000 in cash to aid in restoring the building and 
library. The next General Assembly appropriated the sum 
of $100,000 with which to finish and equip the building. 

A second large building was provided for by the Legis- 
lature of 1893, which appropriated $40,000 for the purpose. 
The Legislatures of 1895 and 1897 appropriated $20,000 



40 

and $10,000, respectively, to complete the building. This 
building is 100x100 feet and three stories high. The first 
floor is occupied by a well-e(}uii)ped gymnasium for men and 
one for women. The second floor is occupied by the library, 
and the third floor is used for the several science depart- 
ments. The Legislature of 1903 appropriated $50,000 for a 
manual training school building and grounds for the same. 
The cost of this building and grounds as it appears from the 
report was $83,212.16, the excess above the appropriation 
being taken from the regular funds of the institution. 

The school possesses one of the most satisfactory and 
most economical heating plants in the State, a full descrip- 
tion of which was made a part of the report of the Legisla- 
tive Investigating Committee of 1903. 

The State Normal School is strictly a professional schoal, 
'*its sole purpose being to confer on its students that educa- 
tion, discipline, professional training and practical skill 
which will best fit them for teaching in the public schools 
of Indiana. ' ' The training school for teachers is one of 
its most valuable features. 

The regular sources of income are : 

1. Educational Tax. — This fund is derived from the 
same source as that of Purdue University and Indiana Uni- 
versity. This school receives three-elevenths of the pro- 
ceeds of the tax levied by the act of 1903, providing for a 
levy of two and three-fourth cents on every hundred dol- 
lars of the taxable property of the State for the mainte- 
nance of these three educational institutions. 

2. — From the City of Terre Haute. — This income is de- 
rived from the city in accordance with the agreement of the 
city to meet one-half of the repairs to buildings and 
grounds. The city also pays one-twelfth of the current ex- 
penses of the training school. 

3. Library Fund. — This fund is derived from the library 
fee of $2 from each student.

NEEDS. 

This institution requests appropriations for the following 
purposes : 

New Library Building. — The library of this institution 
consists of 40,158 volumes, and is located on the first floor 
of a building used for general school purposes. In the 
basement are the two gymnasiums, on the third floor are 
laboratories, and on the fourth floor are association and 
literary rooms. The building is not fire-proof. The report 
states that the room is insufficient for the large attendance 
of the school, especially during the spring and summer 
terms. Feeling the necessity that this collection of books 
should be housed in a strictly fire-proof building, the Board 
purchased a site for a new library building, and has sub- 
mitted drawings of the proposed building. The cost, as 
estimated by a competent architect, would be $99,970. 

Women's Dormitory. — The chief reasons given for this 
appropriation are that it is difficult to secure suitable rooms 
for the large number of young women in attendance, and 
that by the establishment of a dormitory a standard for 
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rooms would be set that would tend to make possible the 
securing of suitable rooms at a reasonable price. Drawings 
are furnished for such a building to cost $91,495. 

A detailed statement of the estimates of the cost of both 
of these buildings is furnished in the report of the Board 
of Trustees to this committee. 

RECCTMMBNDA'nONS. 

In 1888 a fire destroyed the building, furniture, library 
and other equipment of this school. Since that time the 
students have contributed in fees $62,500 to the library 
fund. With additions from the regular funds a library 
valued at $100,000 and consisting of about 40,150 volumes 
is now owned by the institution. The building in which 
this library is located is not fire-proof. The committee 
believes that the safety of this valuable library is worthy 
of the attention of this General Assembly. The room now 
occupied for library purposes is too small, and is needed 
for other purposes. 

The construction of a dormitory is not regarded as an 
urgent need at this time. 

The committee recommends the following appropriation: 

For a fireproof library building and complete equipment, in- 
cluding book-lifts, furniture and architect's fees $99,970 00

The first law enacted in the State of Indiana for the edu- 
cation of the blind was an act levying a tax of two mills on 
each $100 of taxable property, for the purpose of sending 
the blind of this State to the Schools for the Blind in Ohio 
and Kentucky, until a school could be established in this 
State for their education. This law continued in force 
until provisions could be made for their education in* this 
State. 

In 1846, by an act of the General Assembly, $5,000 was 
appropriated for the founding of a State School for the 
Blind, and the tax levy was raised to one cent on each $100 
for the support of said school. 

The Indiana Institution for the Blind was temporarily 
opened in a rented building on October 1, 1847, with an at- 
tendance of nine pupils, which increased to twenty-five at 
the close of the school year. 

The first building on the present site was erected in 
1848 at a cost of $5,000, and what is now known as the 
main building was completed in 1853 at a cost of $112,000. 
In 1889 an addition thereto was constructed at a cost of 
$45,000. The growth of the institution required more 
buildings, and in 1904 a commodious and well constructed 
Girls ' Dormitory was erected at a cost of $42,438.66. 

The present site of the school consists of eight acres of 
ground, upon which there is located seven buildings. The 
school is prosperous, and is doing excellent work in its 
particular line.

In 1843 a semi-public School for the Deaf was established 
at Indianapolis. In the same year the State assumed con- 
trol, and the next year the school opened with an enroll- 
ment of sixteen pupils. Prior to 1851 the school was sup- 
ported by a tax levy of two mills on every one hundred 
dollars of taxable property of the State. Since that time 
it has been supported by legislative appropriation. 

The Legislature of 1903 provided for the sale of the lands 
now occupied by the institution, and appropriated $250,000 
for the purchase of grounds and the erection of buildings 
for a new institution within Marion Countv. The commis- 
sion to sell the lands and relocate the institution is com- 
posed of the Attorney-General and the three members of 
the present Board of Trustees. 

By authority of the Act of 1903 the commission sold the 
lands of the institution, realizing from the sale $194,749, 
being $61,949 in excess of the appraised value of the prop- 
erty. Investigations relative to a new site were pursued, 
but no purchase was made under the provisions of this 
Act. The Legislature of 1905 amended the Act of 1903, 
changing the provisions for the purchase of a site. By 
the terms of the Act of 1905 the maximum price to be paid 
for land was fixed at $400 per acre, and the minimum acre- 
age was fixed at 40 acres. This act provided that the com- 
mission should not exceed the sum of $315,000 in the pur- 
chase of land and the erection of buildings. The act pro- 
vided for the application of the proceeds of the sale of 
lands to the cost of land for a new site and the erection 
of buildings, and for an appropriation to make up the 
deficit if one should exist after the sale of the lands con- 
stituting the old site. 
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A new site containing 76.93 acres was purchased near the 
State Fair Grounds, at $400 per acre. 

Following the purchase of the site the superintendent of 
the institution submitted to the commission a full set of 
drawings showing floor plans and a general grouping 
scheme for the various buildings, twenty-two in number, 
thought necessary and suitable for the school upon a modi- 
fied cottage plan for 500 students. These plans, after 
slight changes, were approved by the commission, and archi- 
tects were employed, who prepared a complete set of plans, 
working drawings and specifications for a complete institu- 
tion.

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RECOMMENDATIONS. 



The committee believes that there is no good reason for 
a specific appropriation for maintenance for the year 1907, 
as the amount of the balance returned to the treasury for 
the year 1906 would cover all the additional demands of 
the year 1907. While it is assumed that the new school will 
be occupied before the close of the year 1909, this is not 
certain, and even if it were, it is deemed a better plan to 
provide for the maintenance of the increased number of 
students by an increased per capita in excess of the aver- 
age daily attendance of the year 1906. 

The committee declines to recommend an increase of the 
appropriation for industries while the school occupies the 
present location. It is thought that such repairs as are 
absolutely necessary while occupying the present location 
can be met from the maintenance fund. The amount asked 
for industries for the year 1909 is considered excessive in 
view of the fact that the number of students that will be in 
attendance can not be reliably estimated. 

No repair fund is deemed necessary for the first year of 
occupancy of the new site. 

The committee has carefully considered the requests of 
the commission and has studied the plans of buildings and i 

the proposed general arrangements of buildings. In view 
of the fact that the attendance of students is only about 325 
and that future attendance can not be reliably estimated, 
it is not considered expedient to expend so large an amount 
at present as is requested. The committee believes that 
the construction of some of the buildings can be deferred 
for the next two years, and that others can be reduced in 
size and cost and yet meet the requirements of the institu- 
tion.

It is constructed on the cottage plan, and 
now has a capacity of 820 beds. There were originally 
twelve buildings. At present the improvements comprise 
twenty-two substantial brick or stone buildings, nine im- 
portant wooden buildings, and nine minor accessory struc- 
tures, making in all forty buildings.

The organic act of this institution was passed by the 
General Assembly of 1905 (Acts 1905, pp. 26-31), and in 
accordance therewith the Governor appointed the above- 
named members of the commission for the purpose of pur- 
chasing a site, erecting, completing, furnishing and equip- 
ping the hospital for insane patients, to be known as the 
Southeastern Hospital for the Insane. 

The Southeastern District is composed of the counties of 
Monroe, Brown, Bartholomew, Lawrence, Jackson, Jen- 
nings, Ripley, Dearborn, Ohio, Switzerland, Jefferson, 
Scott, Floyd and Washington. 

The report of the commission to this committee being 
so clear and concise as to their doings in the premises, we 
quote the following therefrom : 

THE SITE. 

Numerous sites for the proposed hospital were tendered 
the commission by many of the public-spirited towns and 
cities of the fifteen counties, yrhich by the provision of the 
organic act constituted the Southeastern District. These 
sites were all visited by the commission, carefully inspected , 
and their peculiar advantages noted and considered, after 
respectful hearings had been given the committees repre- 
senting the interests of these several communities. By 
elimination the number of sites which appeared to offer the 
most and best advantages to the State for the erection of 
a hospital for the insane, was reduced by the commission 
to seven, and these were located one each in the vicinity 
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of the following cities: Columbus, North Vernon, Sey- 
mour, Madison, Charlestown, New Albany and Bedford. 
All of these sites were valuable, and each possessed some 
special advantages over the others, thus making the duty 
of selection a difficult problem for the commission. 

A standard was then prepared, in which the essential 
natural requirements for a hospital site were given a rela- 
tive value on the basis of a scale of 100 units. By this stand- 
ard the advantages of the several sites offered were criti- 
cally and conscientiously measured; and the comparison 
thus afforded enabled the commission to arrive at a con- 
clusion founded upon scientific reasons and absolutely free 
from bias or prejudice, and at the same time just and fair 
to all interests.

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On September 4, 1905, the commission selected the site 
known as the ITitz site, near Madison. Out of a tract of 
land of approximately 400 acres, 353.84 acres, mainly in 
small holdings, were chosen. This tract is in the form of an 
irregular parallelogram, approximately 6,600 feet long by 
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2,700 feet wide. It occupies part of a level plateau begin- 
ning at the edge of the hamlet, North Madison, and extends 
south to a line running east and west about half way down 
the steep bluff, which overlooks the beautiful valley of the 
Ohio River and the city of Madison. The co^t of this land, 
aggregating 353.84 acres, was $36,829.84, of which 5.55 
acres, on account of certain improvements, cost $2,000, and 
the remainder was purchased on the basis of $100 per acre. 

In addition, a small tract of land was purchased for the 
water supply, the disposal of the sewage, and a wharf, if 
ever needed, on the Ohio River. This is a narrow and ir- 
regular strip of land 22 rods wide where it joins the south 
line of the site on the face of the bluff, and eight rods of 
river frontage, with an area of 6.09 acres near the central 
and higher part of the strip for the wells and pumping 
station. This tract comprises 9.943 acres, and cost $2,385.

PIvANS AND SPECIFICATIONS. 

The organic act wisely designated the ^^ cottage plan'' 
of construction for this hospital, a:nd thereby permitted the 
commission to direct the architect and medical adviser to 
proceed without delay to the work of the preparation of 
preliminary plans and drawings. This work was begun in 
the latter part of December, 1905, and vigorously prose- 
cuted to completion, with certain minor exceptions, on July 
23, 1906. The commission, assisted by the medical adviser, 
had agreed upon a capacity of approximately 1,000 beds, 

6^Leg. Com. 
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to be neeommodated in twenty-two small cottages, one-half 
to constitute the Department for Men and the other one- 
half the Department for Women, ranging in capacity from 
thirty to sixty beds each for the proper care of nine several 
and distinct classes of insane persons, with an Administra- 
tion Building for oflBces and officers' quarters; a Service 
Building for the kitchens, the congregate dining rooms, the 
assembly hall, employes' quarters and dining room, and 
necessary appurtenances, a power house, a store house, a 
laundry, an industrial building for a sewing room, a shoe- 
shop, and rooms wherein patients may be safely employed, 
a workshop for painters and carpenters, a pumping station, 
a water tower, and a stable. It was decided to transmit the 
necessary steam for heating water and electric current 
through underground tunnels to these several buildings and 
cottages. 

A modified Italian style of architecture was selected, with 
materials to consist of light-colored pressed facing brick 
with a limited amount of cut-stone trimmings in the exterior 
walls, foundations of vitrified paving blocks, faced about the 
grade with dark pressed brick, with overhanging red tile 
roofs, and s]ow;»burning construction in the halls and large 
day-rooms and ordinary construction in the smaller rooms. 
With this general outline in view the medical adviser and 
architects prepared preliminary drawings and submitted 
th^m by buildings or groups of buildings to the commission, 
and after consideration and approval they were put into 
permanent tracings by the architects. After all the draw- 
ings were completed, they were arranged with relation to 
each other, to a north and south axis and with respect to 
the topography with the largest possible amount of south- 
ern exposure, as appears in the attached drawing. 

The tunnels were then laid out to provide conduits for 
all necessary supply lines from the power house to all cot- 
tages and buildings. These will be made of brick, covered 
with cement and damp-proofing outside, are 4 feet wide 
and 7 feet high in the clear, with cement floors. The steam 
pipes and hot water lines will be suspended to the wall on 
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one side, the electric lines on the other, and the water main 
will rest in a trench in the floor. 

The sewerage system was then planned to collect the 
sewage from all the cottages and buildings into vitrified 
pipe lines of ample size and converge them into a large 
basin on the brow of the bluff west of and near the Men's 
Hospital, whence it will be carried in a ten-inch cast iron 
water line down the bluff through several man-holes for 
inspection and the reduction of the velocity and pressure, 
across the valley and into the Ohio Kiver. 

The water supply was also outlined to consist of four 
8-inch wells located in the plat of ground selected and pur- 
chased for the purpose in the valley. In order to make 
certain and positive of the supply, preparatory to the com- 
pletion of the specifications of the mechanical equipment, 
four wells were dug under contract at a cost of $2,273.75, to 
a depth of 132 feet, 133 feet, 134 feet, and 136 feet 5 inches, 
respectively, and cased with heavy galvanized iron pipe. 
After tests, which showed the water abundant and of excel- 
lent quality, to stand 72 feet below the grade without being 
lowered by the pump, the commission ordered the wells 
carefully capped until needed. The outlined water supply 
contemplated a pumping station near the wells, equipped 
with two steam boilers, tubular type, of about 100 horse- 
power capacity each, a duplex steam-driven air compressor 
for lifting the water from the four wells into a near-by 
cistern, whence two heavy duty duplex compound general 
service pumping engines with a capacity of 420 gallons per 
minute, each, will deliver it through a heavy 8-inch water 
main into a steel standpipe, 20 feet in diameter and 125 
feet high conveniently located on the site on the top of the 
bluff near the buildings. 

The heating system selected was low pressure steam 
vacuum process, chiefly indirect radiation, with the steam 
mains and returns to be carried through tunnel conduits 
heretofore described, and so arranged as to provide a grav- 
ity return to the power house. 

The electric light plant was planned to provide current 
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for inside and outside illumination and motive power for 
certain mechanical equipment in the laundry, kitchen and 
workshops. Three generators 100 k. w., 220 volts, 3-wire 
direct current and ** engine type'' were selected, and these 
were plannea to be located and connected so as to run in- 
dependently or in multiple, as may be needed. 

The wiring selected was a three-wire system, laid in either 
rigid iron conduits, or flexible Greenfield conduits, depend- 
ing upon the exposure. 

The power plant in the central power house was planned 
to consist of three batteries of two boilers each of the 
water tube type, To avoid possible complications and make 
certain the results desired in the installation of this very 
important feature of the mechanical equipment, the com- 
mission concluded to invite proposals, and made a selection 
of the boilers, and specify them at the price agreed upon, 
in the general specifications for the mechanical equipment. 
To this end proposals were received June 29, 1906, from 
five leading manufacturers of the water tube boilers, and 
after careful consideration the commission later accepted 
the proposal of the Babcock & Wilcox Co. to furnish and set 
up for the sum of $14,662 six water tube boilers, 228 horse- 
power each, arranged in three batteries. This acceptance 
was made with the understanding that the contract was 
to be made with the general contractor on the agreed 
terms. 

The plumbing was planned to include the best and most 
sanitary materials in the market, and for the sake of com- 
petition there were selected two complete lines of fixtures, 
chiefly solid vitreous ware manufactured by the J. L. Mott 
Iron Works and James B. Clow & Sons, on which alternate 
bids were desired under the general specifications. 

The chimney was not included in the general specifica- 
tions for the reason that the leading types varied so much 
in materials and cost that it was preferred to consider this 
part of the construction on the special merits of the respect- 
ive types apart and independently of the general contract. 
Hence separate proposals for this work were invited to 
be filed at the same time bids for the general construction 
were due. 
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The subject of facing brick for the outside walls was 
considered and specified, as was that of the steam boilers, 
by receiving proposals from- the loading manufacturers, re- 
sulting in the selection by the (•ommission of inipervious 
wire-cut and repressed facing bricks made by the Brazil 
Clay Co., to be delivered on the site at the rate of $17 per 
thousand. 

The finishing hardware was also omitted from the specifi- 
cations for the general construction, and special proposals 
were invited for consideration along with the bids on .the 
general construction. 

The specifications with the above special features were 
finally completely drawn, and arranged into convenient 
classes for bidding, as follows:

AWARDS. 

The proposal of E. M. Campfield at $82:^,290 was the 
lowest on the general construction, which included all the 
structures specified, excepting the tunnels, chimney and tile 
sewers. The next bid on the same items was ma'de by the 
Bedford Sand & Construction Co., at $942,855, making a 
difference in favor of E. M. Campfield of $119,565. 

The bid of E. M. Campfield on the complete mechanical 
equipment was $183,700, and the lowest bid on the same 
items was made by the Andrews ITeating Co., at $153,731, 
showing a difference of $29,969. 
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Mr. Campfield had submitted a bid on the entire work, 
excepting only the chimney and hardware, as specified, and 
was positive in his statement that he would accept all or 
none of it. By entirely eliminating the bid of Mr. Campfield, 
the next best combination of bids by classes showed a total 
of $1 ,239,666, while that of Mr. Campfield was $1,166,473, a 
difference in favor of the latter of $73,193. These several 
bids were summarized as follows :

2. That he enter into a provisional contract for construction of all 
structures and parts of the mechanical equipment not included In the posi- 
tive contract, conditioned upon action of the legislature of 1907 giving the 
commission authority to complete the work as planned and specified, and 
providing the necessary funds therefor. 

3. That he assume, enter into and carry to completion any contract 
the commission may make for the chimney, and likewise assume the con- 
tract for the finishing hardware at the option of the commission. 

At the same time the contract for the chimney was award- 
ed to the Alphons-Custodis Co., of Chicago, at $5,325. 

Action on bids on the finishing hardware were deferred 
for further competition, which was secured later on and 
the award was made November 9, 1906, to the Vonnegut 
Hardware Co., at $8,855.19, subject to positive and provi- 
sional contracts as in the matter of the general contract. 

CONTRACT. 

A contract, prepared by the Attorney-General, entered 
into by E. M. Campfield and the commissioners, was signed 
September 19, 1906. 

This contract was in two parts — a positive contract and 
a provisional contract. 

1. The positive contract covered construction and the 
mechanical equipment for the sum of $493,468, as follows :

The time of completion of all the work under the general 
contract is fixed in the contract for November 1, 190*8, on 
penalty of a forfeit by the contractor to the State of Indiana 
of $150 per day for each day the work remains uncom- 
pleted. 
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FINANCES. 

The organic act carried with it appropriations aggre- 
gating $560,000, of which amount the sum of $60,000 was 
made available November 1, 1905, $250,000 June 1, 1906, 
and $250,000 January, 1907. 

The disbursements for the purchase of land for a site and 
right-of-way, the care of the land after coming into the 
possession of the State, the expenses of the commission, 
architect's fees, and for all other purposes whatsoever to 
October 31, 1906, amounted to $52,785.90, and are set forth 
in detail by classes and in a complete list of vouchers in 
Exhibits 1 and 2.

Receipts from Rents and Sales. — The receipts from rent- 
als of buildings on the site and for sale of fruit and other 
farm products to October 31, 1906, amounted to $501.92. 
These funds were received by the treasurer of the commis- 
sion, and by him covered into the general fund of the State 
Treasury and the Auditor's quieti therefor were filed in the 
office of the commission. Settlements from the sale of the 
fall fruits had not been ofFected at the time this report 
was in preparation, and must therefore be included in the 
report for the ensuing year. 
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B7STIMATB OF NEEDS. 

The completion of this hospital on the lines planned and 
specified within the limits of the funds available is clearly 
impossible. In the consideration and settlement of the ques- 
tion of the size of the institution, the commission acted 
advisedly and with caution. Under conditions other than 
the existing stress in the improper care of so many insane 
persons, many formerly worthy citizens, in the jails, county 
poorhouses, in private families and wandering in neglect at 
large throughout the State, the commission might have pre- 
ferred to limit the capacity of the new hospital to one or 
two hundred less, but the need of more room for this un- 
fortunate class is so worthy and so urgent, and the other 
hospitals in the State are so seriously overcrowded, that 
the commission concluded the best interests of the State 
and its insane population were best served by building for 
the care of about one thousand. Hence the plans have been 
worked out with a normal capacity of 1,012 beds, which 
probably by crowding will in time be raised to approxi- 
mately 1,200. These 1,012 beds have been classified into 
nine groups each for men and women, and in either de- 
partment these nine groups will be cared for in eleven cot- 
tages containing sixteen wards. This classification was 
arranged with the utmost care, and is based upon wide 
hospital experience and observation throughout the country. 
To the end that the classification might be the best, the value 
of which in matter of treatment and its results under mod- 
ern methods can not be overestimated, the commission con- 
cluded to make the construction fit the classification rather 
than the reverse, which is usually the rule in such work. 
Therefore the cottages mainly are small and in larger num- 
ber than ordinarily are found in so-called cottage hospitals. 
This feature has added something to the estimated cost, 
but will be in our judgment more than compensated for in 
better sanitation and more home-like surroundings. 

Moreover, the commission was positive in its conviction 
that its purpose to plan and cover by contracts, positive 
and provisional, a hospital for the insane, complete in all 
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its details, would meet with the hearty approval of the 
Legislature, rather than build an imperfect institution, lack- 
ing in so many of the essential conveniences of structure 
and equipment, to be perfected, if at all, as have so many 
of the other institutions in the State, by additional con- 
struction at increased expense year after year during a long 
period of time. Hence the plans and specifications call for 
a hospital well rounded out, with accoiomodations of all 
kinds balanced as well as possible, and duplicated parts of 
the mechanical equipment, where experience in our State 
institutions have clearly proved the wisdom and economy 
of such duplication. 

The commission, in making its plans, contracts and esti- 
mates, has been embarrassed at every step by the steady 
advance in the prices of both materials and labor, and has 
been brought face to face with the fact that the cost of 
institutional construction is now at least thirty per cent, 
higher than it was when other similar work was under- 
taken by the State many years ago. 

The above statement of facts is submitted for your con- 
sideration concurrently with the subjoined estimate of cost.

Inasmuch as the contract calls for the completion of the 
hospital on or before November 1, 1908, which will permit 
its organization and the admission of patients before the 
convening of the Legislature of 1909, some provision for 
maintenance by the Legislature of 1907 becomes necessary. 
This recommendation is therefore made, that an appropria- 
tion be made of $250 per annum for each patient, based 
upon a daily average number from November 1, 1908, to 
the end of the following session of the Legislature. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

The committee, after careful investigation of the needs 
of this institution from estimates furnished, concludes that 
certain eliminations may be made from the general plan 
adopted and still enable the board to provide for about 
seven hundred and fifty patients. 

Since it is impossible to determine definitely the number 
of patients that will be in the institution when it is ready 
for the admission of patients, or, for how long a period 
provision must be made for the maintenance, it is deemed 
best to make an appropriation for that purpose on a per 
capita basis. The following appropriations are recom- 
mended for the biennial period ending October 31, 1909 :

This institution was provided for by the General As- 
sembly of 1905 (Acts 1905, pp. 483-489) for **the scientific 
treatment, education, employment and custody of epilep- 
tics.'' 

The commission appointed by the Governor, pursuant to 
the act, for the purpose of selecting a suitable site for the 
institution, purchased and caused to be transferred to the 
State the title to the same, 1,244 acres of land near New 
Castle, Henry County, for the sum of $122,882, with an addi- 
tional expense incident to the commission. 

The General Assembly appropriated **the sum of $150,- 
000, or so much thereof as may be necessary, for the pur- 
chase of the land and for the erection and equipment of 
the buildings authorized by this act. ' ' 

The trustees, subsequently appointed by the Governor in 
accordance with the act, have commenced, and expect to 
have completed by January, 1907, two buildings upon the 
land that are intended to care for fifty patients, the total 
cost of which the trustees state ''as near as it can be ap- 
proximated at this time, will be $15,125." 

The trustees have further expended the sum of $8,987.06 
for plans, specifications, and other necessary expense. 

The plans for this village propose twelve buildings, as 
follows: Six cottages, boiler house, laundry, storehouse, 
dairy bam, milkhouse and bakery. 

NEEDS. 

As to the needs of the village, the trustees, in their re- 
port to this committee say : 
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* * In considering the needs of thfe State in connection with 
this institution, we have assumed from the wording of the 
act of the Legislature providing for the institution, that 
it was not the intention of the Legislature to provide for 
what is termed the * custodial or helpless class,' although 
we find that there is going to be a heavy demand from the 
State for the care of this class of epileptics. 

''For the purpose of arriving at the needs of the institu- 
tion on this basis, we have had some preliminary plans 
made of buildings that se^m desirable, and have gone care- 
fully over the situation to determine what would need to 
be done on the farm in addition to the buildings and equip- 
ment, and in our judgment the next Legislature should ap- 
propriate for the needs of the institution approximately 
$525,000, of which amount there should be immediately 
available, so that the present new buildings can be furnished 
and equipped, and patients taken into the institution at an 
early date, to cover all expenditures up to October 31, 1907, 
the sum of $100,000, the residue to be available as needed 
during the next two years. 

'*If the Legislature should, in its wisdom, determine that 
the * custodial or helpless class' should be provided for, 
then, in our judgment, there should be added to the above 
$120,000, to be used in the construction of buildings suit- 
able to care for this helpless class, both male and female, 
and sufficient for one hundred of each sex."

A law enacted in 1895 by the General Assembly provided 
for the establishment of this home for disabled and desti- 
tute soldiers, sailors and marines. Their wives and widows 
are also admitted. 

In addition to the buildings erected by the State, there 
are thirty-eight frame cottages constructed by counties of 
this State ; the Grand Army of the Republic has constructed 
five cottages and the W. R. C. three cottages. 

This institution draws from the State $12.50 per month 
for each soldier residing at the home. The United States 
Government pays into the State Treasury $100 per annum 
for each veteran in the home, thus reducing the actual cost 
for the maintenance of each veteran to $50 per capita per 
annum. 

The members of the home, who receive pensions from the 
Government, are also required to pay into the home a cer- 
tain portion of the same. Such pension is disposed of in one 
of three ways : First, if the veteran pensioner have a wife, 
not in the home, then the amount so paid in by him is sent 
to the wife ; second, if he has no wife, but has a minor child 
or children, then the same is sent to the minor child or chil- 
dren ; third, if he has neither wife, minor child nor children, 
then the same shall be used for the maintenance of the 
home. 

In case the veteran enters the home unaccompanied by 
his wife, or if he be a single man, then all the pension drawn 
by him per month in excess of $8 goes to the home for the 
maintenance of the home. Should the veteran be a married 
man and is accompanied by his wife, as a member of the 
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home, then such veteran shall pay into the home the excess 
over $12 per month for the maintenance of the same. This 
money collected in this manner is known as the Home Fund. 
The total amount received from pensions for the year 1903 
was $5,109.30 and for 1904, $6,504.50.

This institution was establislied by an act of the General 
Assembly in 1867, nnder the name of the ** House of Eefuge 
for Juvenile Offenders/' on a farm of 225 acres, beautifully 
situated on a bluff of AVhite Ijiek Creek, nearly a mile south- 
west of the village of Plainfield, Htodrioks Coimty, Indiana* 
and the school was opened for admission on January 1, 1868. 
In 1883 the name of the institution was changed to the 
** Indiana Reform School for Boys," and in 1903 the Legis- 
lature, in order to take away any possible hindrance to the 
advancement of a boy by reason of the fact that he had once 
been an inmate of a ** reform school," changed the name of 
the institution to the present designation, ''Indiana Boys' 
School." It is now composed of a farm of 527T<s acres and 
an industrial village, with many industries in progress, with 
schools, a chapel, hospital, printing office and various other 
shops. Boys are admitted to the guardianship of this insti- 
tution who have violated the criminal laws of the State, or 
in consequence of incorrigible or vicious conduct. During 
the e.\istence of said institution there have been 5,407 boys 
committed to its charge* and of this number 4,879 have been 
paroled, as a result of their good conduct, and in conse- 
quence, many are now filling useful and honorable positions 
in business and society all over the country. 

The purpose of the institution is now, and has been, to 
teach the boys by strict discipline and mental and moral 
training, and by equal, exact and swift justice, the great 
lesson of life, under law, that as he conducts himself so will 
he be treated.

A separate institution was deemed advisable, and 
by an act of the General Assembly of 1903 provisions were 
made for the separation of the Indiana Industrial School 
for Girls from the Woman's Prison, and the purchase of 
land and construction of buildings for the Industrial School 
for Girls. 

In pursuance thereof a commission composed of the 
Governor and four citizens appointed by him, selected and 
purchased a site for said Indiana Industrial School for 
Girls, of 127 acres, situated seven and one half miles north- 
west of the city of Indianapolis, and have caused to be 
erected thereon seven cottages and one school building, 
which are now nearing completion.

By an act of the General Assembly of 1903, provisions 
were made to separate the Indiana Industrial School for 
Girls from the Woman's Prison, and for the appointment 
of four commissioners, citizens of the State of Indiana, to 
act in conjunction with the Governor, to constitute a com- 
mission to select and purchase a suitable location and have 
erected thereon suitable and substantial buildings, fire- 
proof or slow burning construction, and equip in a substan- 
tial manner the buildings necessary for such school. 

Said commission, pursuant to the provisions of the law, 
as stated above, selected and purchased a site of 127 acres, 
situated seven and one-half miles northwest of the city 
of Indianapolis for said school, and have caused to be erect- 
ed thereon seven cottages and one school building, which 
are now nearing completion, which buildings are very sub- 
stantial and suitable for said school. 

The act of 1903 providing for the separation of the Girls* 
Industrial School from the Woman's Prison, appropriated 
$150,000 for the completion of the work, but this amount 
was found insufficient. The land was bought, but the erec- 
tion of the buildings was deferred until a larger appropria- 
tion could be had.

NEEDS. 

The Superintendent of this institution asks that an in- 
crease be made in the maintenance fund, which he states is 
absolutely necessary to secure the services of good men for 
the subordinate places in said institution. The salaries now 
paid them range from $45 to $60 per month, without board, 
and this, it is claimed, is not sufficient to enable him to 
get or retain proper men in the service of the State. We 
quote from his statement as follows: 

** While it is true we have many good officers, it is* 
not at all probable that they will stay unless sufficient sal- 
ary is paid them to properly maintain their families. In 
addition to this extra expense that is necessary, the entire 
plant, including the trade schools, is now operated from a 
central power plant. The heating and lighting of the in- 
stitution has been greatly increased in the last two or three 
years, which makes the fuel bill several thousand dollars 
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greater than heretofore; with some changes in food and 
clothing for inmates, which we deem very necessary, we will 
require all the appropriations that we have asked for. 

**When we consider that the entire appropriation asked 
for to maintain this institution amounts to $185,000 per 
annum, and that there will be returned to the State at least 
$120,000 per annum as receipts, the net expense to the 
taxpayers in caring for 1,100 of its unfortunates is but $59 
per inmate per year, which is a record that no other re- 
formatory in the country can equal. ' '

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

The appropriation requested for addition to Library 
Fund is not recommended, for the reason that the commit- 
tee feels that the same can be dispensed with for a while; 
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the appropriation for street paving is omitted for the rea- 
sons that the street is in fairly good condition, that the 
part proposed to be improved is in as good condition as 
any other part of the said street, and that the street pro- 
posed to be improved is not on the State's grounds, but lies 
adjacent and abutting thereto. The committee does not 
recommend the appropriation to purchase additional land, 
for the reason that it has not been convinced of the wisdom 
of purchasing the same.

^riiis institution is known as the Indiana State Prison, 
and is for the incarceration of male persons convicted of 
treason or murder in the first or second degree, and for all 
male persons over thirty years of age convicted of any 
felony. 

The law directs that 50 per cent, of the prison population 
may be contracted. An act of the General Assembly of 
1903 proviclos that **no contract for the labor of the con- 
victs of said prison shall be made for a longer period than 
up to October 1, 1910.'' In August, 1903, the Board con- 
sidered bids for leasing labor, and made awards. Each 
contract specified one hundred men to work eight hours per 
day, and in every respect is subject to the rules of the 
prison.

This is an increase of $1,000 per year over the present 
appropriation and is needed for the reason that since the 
failure of natural gas in 1902 our annual fixed charges are : 

Light and power, per year $5,000 00 

Heat, per year 600 00 

Salaries, per year 6,000 00

Whereas, before the failure of natural gas, our regular 
and fixed charges were : 

liight and power and heat $1,200 00

A difference in favor of the former period of $4,400, while 
the increased appropriation during these last four (4) years 
has been only $2,000. 
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For four years the employes at the Monument have been 
deprived of any vacation, being oil duty seven (7) days 
every week and fifty-two (52) weeks every year, because 
the State provided no money to hire others in their stead 
for a short vacation. Another watchman is needed badly to 
assist in protecting the walls and steps from defacement. 

Some needed repairs and changes are prevented every 
year for the same reason. 

The increase of $1,000 in the regular appropriation re- 
quested should be made available at once. 

A moment's calculation will show that for the year end- 
ing October 31, 1905, after paying for light and power, sal- 
aries and heat, there was remaining only $424.70; and for 
the year ending October 31, 1906, there remained only 
$368.29 for incidental expenses, such as visitors' registers, 
tickets, insurance on elevator, stationery, souvenir cards, 
new cables on elevator, breakages in machinery, etc. 

To insure absolute safety and preserve and continue the 
patronage of the Monument the coming Legislature should 
provide funds for a new elevator. 

In addition, some general repairs and improvements are 
badly needed to properly care for this property of the State, 
and $450 is estimated as the amount required, and should be 
made available at once.

The appropriations requested by the Auditor would pro- 
vide four additional clerks in the office at a salary of $2,500 
each, one additional stenographer at $720, an increase of 
$2,000 per year in the salary of the Actuary and $80 per

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STATE LIBRARY. 

Demarohus O. Brown, Librarian. 

The management and control of the State Library is 
vested in the State Board of Education, which constitutes, 
for library purposes, the State Library Board. 

The citizens of Indiana are permitted to borrow books 
from the State Library. Applications for books must be 
made through local or free public libraries, college or uni- 
versity libraries; if no library exists in a community then 
books may be borrowed through an organized literary club 
or study club. If none of the foregoing organizations are 
established in the community, then the individual is directly 
supplied with books upon furnishing satisfactory guarantee 
for the care and return of the books. All expenses incurred 
in issuing and returning the books are paid by the borrower. 

It is the desire of the librarian to have all citizens to make 
use of the library, but certain rules and regulations must 
be strictly observed in order that the library may be pro- 
tected from the destruction and loss of books. 

A legislative reference department of the library was 
created in March, 1906, and was put in operation in August 
of the same year. This department has rendered valuable 
services to members of this General Assembly and others 
interested in legislation.

The following is quoted from the Librarian 's report con- 
cerning the increase asked in the funds for books and bind- 
ing and for office expense: 

* * The scope of the Indiana State Library must be greatly 
enlarged: The State is far enough along in educational af- 
fairs to increase in the scope of the Library. My ideal is to 
make a great reference Library, where State officials, Leg- 
islators and private citizens may find the best material on 
any given subject. In Education, Sociology, Economics. 
Political Science, Legislation, History, Medical Science, 
General Literature and Periodicals the Indiana State Li- 
brary should be equal to any other. At present it is in- 
ferior. Within recent days there have been many calls for 
books from all parts of the State which we were unable to 
fill. It was a matter of chagrin that we could not do it. It 
is a question of satisfying the growing sentiment in Indiana 
for everything good. I feel, therefore, that $5,000 for books 
and binding is a comparatively small amount. 

''During the last year there was not enough money for 
the running expenses of the office, including expressage, 
drayage, postage and distribution. The Library was greatly 
hampered, and I, therefore, ask for an increase of $300 over 
the preceding appropriation/^

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Concerning the request for the appropriations for '* Addi- 
tional service and reorganization," and **Oopyist," the Li 
brarian says : 

**It is the purpose to continue the legislative reference 
work and the Indiana Archives, both of which are, under 
the present conditions, temporary. The legislative refer- 
ence work is so exceedingly valuable that, if we have a model 
library, it must be made a permanent department. 

*'In some other details the reorganization of the Library 
. can not be completed by the close of the fiscal year 1906, but 
by the addition of the fund for copyist the Librarian be- 
lieves that these specific appropriations will be enough to 
carry out the work for the two fiscal years following. ' ' 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

The usefulness of the State Library is rapidly increasing 
and will continue to increase with the proper financial sup- 
port by the State. Recognizing this, the committee recom- 
mends all of the appropriations asked for except the specific 
appropriation of $500 for a portrait of ex-Governor Durbin.

The Custodian recommends that the salaries of his as-

NEEDS. 

The board urgently requests an appropriation for a live 
stock pavilion of brick and steel construction, 350 feet long 
and 200 feet wide. Sketches and estimates of cost are sub- 
mitted. 

Forcible reasons are given for making the request. Ex- 
hibitors and visitors complain of the inadequate equipment 
of the State Fair grounds to meet requirements. Neigh- 
boring states, it is claimed, have done much more for their 
State Boards of Agriculture than Indiana has done. The 
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board is carrying an indebtedness of $25,000. The condition 
of the weather has much to do wnth the receipts of the 
board during the Fair, and it is urged that a pavilion, such 
as is proposed, would make it possible to shelter the crowds 
and exhibit stock in all kinds of weather. It would encour- 
age attendance regardless of the weather. It would give an 
impetus to the Fair such as it has not had in the past. Other 
reasons for the ai)i)ropriation for this'purpose are given at 
length in the report of the board to this committee. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

The committee appreciates the force of the arguments of 
the board, and believes in encouraging by api)ropriation the 
various industries represented , at the State Fair, but, at 
the same time, feels that it can not, under the existing finan- 
cial condition of the State treasury, recommend it. 

If the legislature regards this request for a live stock 
pavilion of sufficient importance, some other means may be 
devised by which the result may be obtained, without draw- 
ing upon the State treasury at this time, provided it is con- 
sidered advisable for the State to furnish the means.

It is the duty of this board to prepare questions for the 
examination of teachers, issue State teachers' certificates, 
inspect high schools, and *^take cognizance of such questions 
as may arise in the pra(*tical administration of a school sys- 
tem, not otherwise i)rovided for, and duly consider, discuss 
and determine the same." 

The members of the board, other than the Governor and 
State Su]ierintendent of Public Instruction, receive for 
their services while actively engaged in the duties of their 
office five dollars ($5) per day and five cents per mile neces- 
sarily traveled while so engaged. The board is allowed the 
necessary expense of clerk hire, ])ostage, etc. 

A fee of five dollars ($5) is collected from each applicant 
for a State or professional license. The fees collected from- 
this source are paid into the State treasury. The statute 
provides for the i)ayment of expenses, i)er diem, etc., of the 
board out of the general fund, and for the reimbursement 
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of this fund from the proceeds of the license fees, but such 
proceeds have never been sufficient for such purpose. The 
board has, during the last biennial period, and also in for- 
mer years, exceeded the appropriations made. An opinion 
of the Attorney-General was secured on which the board 
based its authority to exceed the appropriation.

The State Board of Forestry was created by an act of 
the General Assembly of 1901, and consists of five members 
appointed by the Governor for a term of four years. It is 
the duty of the board to promote forest cultivation and 
preservation throughout the State, and to collect, digest 
and classify information respecting the same, and to rec- 
ommend plans and methods for so doing. 

The membership of the board is designated by law: a 
hardwood lumber dealer, a retail lumber dealer .(each to 
belong to the respective organizations of lumber dealers), 
a member actively' engaged in farming, a member of the fac- 
ulty of Purdue University, and one educated in forestry, 
who shall be the secretary of the board. 

The State Forest Reservation, Laboratory of Forestry 
Demonstration and State Nurseries was authorized by an 
act of the General Assembly of 1903. It was limited in pur- 
chase price to $8.00 per acre and the area to 2,000 acres. 
The management of the same was given to the board and 
the secretary is designated as superintendent. 

The land for the same was purchased in Monroe Town- 
ship, Clark County, Indiana, at the limited amount as per 
the law for the same. It lies along the Louisville division 
of the Pennsylvania Railroad and adjoins the town of Hen- 
ryville. The site is well adapted for the purposes intended, 
the demonstration of practical forestry on the cheap broken 
lands so abundantly found in Southern Indiana. It contains 
every feature of land in soil variation and in altitude from 
450 to 1,025 feet.

The act to provide for the erection of the momiment was 
approved February 25, 1905, and is chapter 43, Acts of 
1905. 

A commission consisting of Warren R. King, E. B. Mar- 
tindale, Joseph 1. Irwin, Henry C. Adams and Daniel R. 
Lucas, appointed by the Governor, met March 21, 1905, and 
organized by the election of Warren R. King, president, and 
Daniel R. Lucas, secretary. 

The board asked the secretary to give his time to the work 
for a small salary, but it was found that he could not serve 
in both capacities, so Daniel R. Lucas resigned as a member 
of the board, and I. H. C Royse was appointed in his place. 
This work was at once commenced and has been pushed as 
rapidly as possible, with the expectation of having the same 
completed in time for unveiling during the session of the 
Legislature. 

On April 20, 1905, the salary of the Secretary was fixed 
at $60.00 per month and the stenographer $20.00. During 
the past year, 1906, the work being less, the Secretary has 
himself paid for the needed stenographic work. 

In harmony with the law, the Secretary began raising ad- 
ditional funds, and advertising for designs and carrying out 
in detail the provisions of the law. A general design for 
the pedestal and statue was finally adopted and contracts 
let for the work, as follows :

ACADEMY OF SCIENCE. 

The moneys appropriated to this association are expend- 
ed for the printing of its reports. These reports are pub- 
lished nnder the direction of the commissioners of pnblic 
printing and binding. They are edited and prepared with- 
out expense to the State, by a corps of editors appointed 
by the Academy of Science. The law provides that not less 
than 1,500 nor more than 3,000 copies of each of said re- 
ports shall be published. Three hundred copies of said re- 
ports are disposed of by the Academy of Science, and the 
remaining copies are placed in the custody of the State Li- 
brarian for distribution to the various libraries of the State 
making application therefor, and to such other institutions, 
societies or persons as may be designated by the academy 
through its editors or council. 

Books and pamphlets are acquired by the academy on ex- 
change and these are deposited in the State Library and 
are available to the public under the rules and regula- 
tions of the State Library. The annual accumulation of 
books and pamphlets through exchanges is 300 to 400. 
These are in many cases more expgnsive than those dis- 
tributed, and, on the whole, the. State is the gainer in the 
transaction. This acquisition of books and pamphlets in 
the State Library will in time result in the accumulation of 
a rare and valuable collection of scientific literature avail- 
able to students and investigators and to the public.

The State Entomologist is charged with the duty of in- 
specting, at least once each year, all nurseries in Indiana 
where any nursery stock is grown and offered for sale, and 
he shall notify in writing the owners of such nurseries, the 
director of the State Agricultural Experiment Station, the 
Secretary of the State Board of Agriculture, and the Presi- 
dent of the State Horticultural Society of the presence of 
any San Jose scale or other destructively injurious insects 
or fungi on such nursery stock, and shall notify in writing 
the owner of any affected nursery stock that he is required 
on or before a certain day to take such measures for the 
destruction of such insects or fungus enemies. of nursery 
stock as have been shown to be effectual for this purpose. 
He is charged with the enforcement of the law relating to 
San Jose scale and other injurious insects or fungus ene- 
mies of nursery stock and is authorized to appoint assist- 
ants to aid him in such work. He receives two dollars and 
fifty cents ($2.50) per diem for time actually employed and 
traveling expenses.

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FARMERS' ORGANIZATIONS. 

The chairman of a Joint Legislative Committee repre- 
senting the Corn Growers ' Association, Live Stock Associa- 
tion, Dairymen 's Association, Horticulture Association and 
Farmers' Institutes, presents the following statement of the 
urgent needs of the agricultural interests of the State : 

**An appropriation of $500.00 to each of the associations, 
to wit: Corn Growers', Dairymen, Live Stock Breeders' 
associations for the purpose of securing capable speakers 
for their annual meetings, advertising the same, publication 
and dissemination of the annual report and the promotion 
of State shows, and an appropriation to the State Horti- 
cultural Association of $5,000.00 to further the work of that 
organization. 

An appropriation to the State Entomologist of $10,000.00 
for the eradication of San Jose scale and other injurious in- 
sects now rapidly devastating the orchards of Indiana. 

An increased appropriation of $10,000.00 for the Farm- 
ers' Institutes to meet the growing demands of this work. 

An appropriation of not less than $100,000.00 for a Live 
Stock Show Pavilion on the State Fair grounds. 

An appropriation of $100,000.00 for an Experimental 
Station building and $303,000.00 for a Practical Mechanics ' 
building and other engineering equipment for Purdue Uni- 
versity, such being greatly needed to meet the growing 
needs of the institution. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

The Committee feels that the importance of the matters 
referred to above warrant careful consideration, but sug- 
gests that since the duties of this Committee apply to such 
societies, boards, etc., as have received appropriations from 
the State, a bill or bills be introduced in the Legislature, 
providing for the appropriations requested for those asso- 
ciations which have not heretofore received appropriations ; 
also for the State Dairy Association and Farmers' Insti- 
tutes. 

The other requests of this Joint Committee are consid- 
ered under other headings. 
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GENERAL CONCLUSIONS* 



This report should have been filed on the first day of the 
session, but it has been impossible to perform satisfactorily 
the duties prescribed by law in the time given. The field 
covered includes nineteen State institutions, located in vari- 
ous parts of the State, and forty offices, departments and 
commissions. Thirty days are required for visiting the 
State institutions alone, and more time could profitably be ' 
spent. The chief work in connection with the offices, de- 
partments and commissions consists of the inspection of 
financial statements and hearings concerning appropria- 
tions needed. The work, of compiling the report is necessar- 
ily slow and tedious, since it is made up largely of tables 
and financial statements. The same difficulties have been en- 
countered as by other committees before. Many reports 
have been found to be incomplete, inaccurate, or in im- 
j roi er form. In such cases they have been returned for re- 
vision or correction, resulting in delay. These obstacles 
have been confined largely to the offices in the State House. 

It is the opinion of the committee that better results 
would be obtained if there were two committees, one to deal 
with the State institutions and one to deal with the offices, 
departments and commissions, the committees acting joint- 
ly, however, in determining the appropriations to be recom- 
mended. 

It would facilitate the work if the Governor would send 
out his letter of instructions about the first day of October 
before the session of the Legislature, in order that the re- 
ports might be prepared and ready for the inspection of the 
committee as soon as the appointments are made. Under 
present circumstances no committee can properly do its 
work and have its report ready at the beginning of the ses- 
sion. 
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EXCEEDING APPROPRIATIONS. 

The practice, which has been followed by some boards or 
commissions, of exceeding the appropriations made by the 
preceding Legislature is one which deserves criticism. This 
is notably true of the commission appointed to sell the lands 
of the School for the. Deaf, relocate the same and construct 
and equip the necessary buildings therefor. Prior to the 
passage of the act of 1905 plans were prepared for the pro- 
posed new institution, the total cost of which was estimated 
at about $325,000. These plans were then considered suit- 
able for the purposes of the institution and an appropria- 
tion of $315,000 was made for the purpose of buying land, 
erecting buildings and equipping the institution. By refer- 
ring to the report of the commission, pages 54 to 57 of this 
report, it will be seen how far the commission over-reached 
the purpose of the law. It will be noticed in referring to 
the report of the commission that the total cost of this in- 
stitution when completed and equipped would be $1,044,- 
714.50. With this expenditure it is proposed to accommo- 
date five hundred (500) pupils. 

Comparing these figures with those of the three largest 
educational institutions of the State it is found that the 
cost of the Institution for the Education of the Deaf almost 
equals the entire cost of Purdue University or of Indiana 
University and the State Normal School combined.

The chief distinction between the School for the Deaf and 
the other schools with which comparison is made, is that in 
the former the students are provided with dormitory and 
hospital accommodations. 
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THE VILT.AGE FOR EPILEPTICS. 

While more money was invested in land for this institu- 
tion than was contemplated when the act creating the in- 
stitution was passed, there is no doubt that the land pur- 
chased is well worth the amount paid, and furnishes a good 
site. The plans outlined by the board are conservative. 
Since the care of epileptics by the State is an experiment, it 
is deemed advisable to proceed slowly and carefully in the 
development of the plans for the future of the institution. 



SOUTHEASTERN HOSPITAL FOR INSANE. 

The commission having in charge the establishment of 
this hospital has proceeded with great care in determining 
upon a site and in planning the general arrangement of the 
institution. The cost has exceeded previous estimates, but 
when considered in comparison with the Eastern Hospital, 
constructed on a similar plan, the per capita cost is not ex- 
travagant. The institution, if completed according to plans, 
will cost $1,436,358.39, and have a forced capacity of 1,280 
patients, making a per capita cost of $1^121.87. The total 
cost of the Eastern Hospital for Insane is $850,237.93 and 
the forced capacity is 750, making a per capita cost of 
$1,133.33. It will be seen that the per capita cost of the new 
institution is even less than the Eastern. 

The committee is under many obligations to the superin- 
tendents, members of boards and commissions, officers and 
employes of the State for numerous favors and courtesies 

extended.
